WASHINGTON, March 13.—The senate assem- 
bled as usual here today, but after prayer the 
chairman announced that the order of the day 
would be the funeral exercises of senator John 
F. Miller, of California. The services were 
attended by the house of representatives in a 
body, headed by the speaker and the chaplain, 
the supreme court in official robes, the diplo- 
matic corps, and the president and cabinet.

‘The senate has consigned to an officer of this 
body and a committee o1 its members the custody 
of the mortal remains ofour honored friend an 
brother to conduct them to his western home, and 
leave them with friends who have loved and hon- 
orcd bim to pay the last tribute of respect to his 

mory. The senate as a body will also attend to 
the station. 

The senate then acjourned and the proces- 
sion baving been formed as prearranged, 
moved to the music of dirges by the Marine 
bavd, out through the rotunda and tothe 

faltimere and Potomac depot, where the 
funeral train started westward. The train 
was aspecial one, expected to go through to 
California. It was made up of one combined 
passenger and baggage car.in which the re- 
mains of the dead senator was placed, one 
Pullman hotel sleeping car for the accommo- 
dation of the family of the deceased andthe 
congressional delegation, 

Chief Clerk Johnson, of the senate was in 
charge of the funeral party, and lasseuger 
Agent Parke, of the Pennsylvania railway, 
was in charge of the train. Itis said that but 
two senators, Messrs. Jones, of Nevada and 
Butler, of South Carolina, accompanied tie re- 
mains, although a full delegation froin the 
house attended.

frCAGO, March 13.—The express messenger 
on the west bound train on the Rock Island 
road was killed in his car last night, below 
Joliet and Morris, and his safe broken open 
and robbed of all valuables, amounting toa 
large sum, which cannot yet be exactly stated.

The Citizens in the First and VFifth Wards

The city now owns four acres of land on Mag- 
azine street.

Just now the dog 
pound is on the lot and persons who 
reside in the neighborhood are _ not 
pleased with that “institution.” In fact 
they are now circulating a paper for signatures 
which will be presented to the general council 
this spring protesting against the dog pound 
on the lot. 

School children residingin the rear of the 
first and fifth wards are now attending the 
Walker and Marietta street schools. Both of 
these schools are so crowded that many child- 
ren of schoo] age can not gain admission. An- 
other schoo] in that section of the city would 
relieve the pressure upon these two schools 
apd give educational opportunities to 
many who aro now barred out 
for want Of room. Then again childrens 
from portion of the city attending the two 
schools mentioned are compelled to cross the 
railroads at a point where no flagman is sta- 
tioned. This is extremely dangerous and al- 
most any day a chiid may be crushed to death 
by an engine. Such an accident would cost 
more than a fine school house.

A Meeting of the Committee Yesterday—A 
Trip to Columbus Tomorrow. 

The Georgia Midland committee met yester- 
day.

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A DISCUSSION OF THE AVAILABLE 
SITES. 
—_—_—~— ee 
Several Places Under Consideration—A Fine Place 
on the Belt Railroad One of the Best Suited 
Piaces—A Talk With a Gentleman—The 
Committee to Decide Soon, Etc. 


There is considerable interest among the 
people of Atlanta over the probable location of 
the new fair grounds of the State agricultural 
society. 

It will be remembered that the society ap- 
pointed a committee from its executive com- 
mittee to investigate the question and see 
what arrangements could be made for suitable 
grounds on which to locate a permanent home 
for the society. The place to be selected will 
be in or near Atlanta. The committee came 
to Atlanta and an interview was held with 
Mayor Hillyer. The mayor readily agreed toco- 
operate with the committes. The committee 
then bad a conference with the chamber of 
commerce, and the chamber appointed a com- 
mittee. The city council also appointed a 
committee, and the several committees have 
been at work looking at different sites. Sev- 
eral places bave been inspected. One of the 
places is at Edgewood, but it is urged against 
that place that neither the city nor the county 
could give any aid to it, as it is in DeKalb, 
and not in Fulton county. 

Another? place that has been inspected is 
the new barracks grounds, on the Central 
railroad. Another place looked at is out on 
the Air?Line road. 

A gentlemen who has seen ail the places ex- 
amined and who is deeply interested in secur- 
ing agoodsite furthe grounds, said yester- 
Gay: 

‘To my mind the best place yet looked at 
is on the Belt railroad, atthe junction of the 
Veachtree road. 
# iundred and sixteen acres. 
situated for a fair ground or park. A mile 
track could be built at an exceedingly rea- 
sonable cost. The place is well watered and 
bas on it excellent living springs.” 

“Js it beyond or this side of the belt 
road?” 

‘It is in the side nearest the city, and is of 
ezsy access. It lies on the West Peachtreeand 
Peachtree roads, The street line is already 
c\tended as far as Judge Strong’s residence in 
north Atlanta, and Mr. Peters is willing to ex- 
tend the line to the grounds or into the 
grounds. The Peachtree and west Peachtree 
reads will afford excellent drives. Trains can 
reach the grounds by either the Air-Line or 
the Georgia Pacific roads. It would be a pleas- 
ant little ride by rail.”’ 

‘ How far is it out Peachtree” 

“It is less than two miles and a half from 
the union passenger depot. People in bug- 
vitS and carriages would have a delighiful 
drive, and would not come in contact with 
railroad trains atall. None of the other sites 
can be reached without going for some dis- 
tance alongside the railroad tracks. I have 
no dcubt that all the roads con- 
necting with | the belt line 
would make reasonable contracts’ to 
carry freight and passengers to and from the 
grounds. So far as the place itself is con- 
cerned, the grounds are admirably adapted. 
in addition to the advantages that I men- 
tioned, the ground is supplied with a splendid 
forest. The society could not select a better 
spot for its permanent home.” 

“Is it good®property?” 

“Yes. Ifthe society should decide to take 
ihe property that I speak of the ground would 
steadily advance in value, for it is more than 
likeiy that houses would soon extend to the 
crounds and the grounds would become a fa- 
vorite park.” 

“What is the number of the lot?’ 

‘The property isa partof land lot 105 in 
the 17th district of Fulton county. Any man 
can easily pick itout by going to a county 
mapaud making an examination. The Belt 
Line railroad runs along the north side of it 
and the property on that side is 
owned by Mr. John Reynolds. On the 
west it is bounded by the property of Mrs. 
Francis. On the sovth it is bounded by the 
property of Thomas Wood, and on the east it 
is Lounded by the West Peachtree and Peach- 
tree roads. The society could not find a bet- 
ter place if the connty was searched from one 
end to another.” 

“Can the property be bought on reasonable 
terms?” 

“Yes. It is owned by Atlanta gentlemen 
who are willing to make liberal! terms with 
the state agricuitural society. If the society 
should so desire. I understand = they 
would sell the property and _ take 
the society's bonds, bearing six per ceat 
interest, in payment for the entire property. 
jt certainly occurs to me that the society has 
a fine Opportunity in this piece of property. 
They can buy it at its present price, pay for it 
with bonds bearing a low rate of interest and 
get the full benefit of the rise that is sure to 
come in property out that way. There is 
another advantage. The drive out to the 
grounds or back to the city would be the most 
pleasant that conld be secured in any direc- 
tion. People going out would see the prettiest 
port of Atlanta and get the benefit of perfect 
drive ways.” 

“The north side of Atlanta would taen have 
a park,” remarked a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

“Yes,” was the reply. “This property is 
close cnough to make a north side park for the 
city. The sonth side of the city already has 
Grant park and the grounds of the agricul- 
tural society would serve asa park for the 
north side. It» would have street car facili- 
ties, and being near in would soon become a 
place of great interest. The people on the 
cvorth side of Atlanta would have a place 
where they could go and get a little fresh air. 

‘What would the property cost?’ 

“I don’t know, I suppose the figures would 
be reasonable, and I am sure would he less 
than a similar piece of property could be 
bought for in any other direction.” 

“When will the selection of grounds be 
made?” 

“] understand the committee is at work, and 
a selection will be made next week.” 

“Who are the parties that have the authority 
to determine the location?” 

“I suppose the committee appointed from 
the executive committee of the State Agricul- 
tural society.” 

“Do the people in Atlanta generally desire 
the permanent location of the fair here?’ 

“From what I have heard them say since 
this question has been agitated there seems to 
be great interest taken in it.” 

“Will the people of Atlanta give any aid 
toward preparing the ground and erecting 
buildings?” 

“] don't think there is any doubt that the 
people of Alanta will do whatever is necessa- 
ry. Our people have always responded to all 
enterprises of importance.”’

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Governor McDaniel and His Wecord. 

The correspondence between (Governor 
McDaniel and General Lawton will be read 
with interest. It formally declares that 
Governor McDaniel is not in the gubernato- 
rial race,"and puts him on higher ground 
than any other cause could possibly have 
led to. 

With the knowledge that the state will for 
the present lose the services of Governor 
McDaniel comes a sharp and definite recog- 
nition of what those services have been. It 
is not too much to say that his official record 
is perfect. A careful and deliberate review 
does not disclose a single mistake. His bus- 
iness judgment has been unerring. his de- 
cisions prompt and firm, his integrity un- 
challenged, and his devotion to the state’s 
interest above all other considerations. No 
better governor ever administered Georgia's 
affairs: a squarer and safer administration 
will never be seen. 

In one item alone (Ciovernor McDaniel 
saved the state untold trouble and large ex- 
pense. When the authorities of the East 
Tennessee road owed $750,000 as balance on 
the road, they claimed the right to pay it in 
cash intead of bonds. This the governor de- 
nied, insisting that they must pay in bonds of 
the state.

The Campaign in Alabama. 

We print elsewhere a letter from a staff 
correspondent of THz ConstTITUTION refer- 
ring tothe political situation in Alabama, 
which will be found full of interest. 

THE CONSTITUTION has over ten thousand 
subscribers in the state of Alabama. This 
large and constantly increasing constituency 
is entitled to the fullest discussion of Ala- 
bama topics, and the fullest information on 
Alabama affairs. 

There will be found many suggestions of 
general interest in the campaign which 1s 
just opening in our neighbor state. Pro- 
hibition, which seems to be the absorbing 
topic everywhere, will become an issue. The 
lease of convicts, the working of country 
roads, and tariff are questions that will be 
diseussed specially in the Alabama cam- 
paign, but that have’ important bearings on 
every southern state. It will be well to 
watch the progress of the fight in Alabama. 

Our correspondent reports that the state 1s 
in good condition: that party discipline 
has been strengthened and the party itself is 
united: that it has been brave enough to re- 
form within its own ranks and by its own 
methods the abuses that have marred its ad- 
ministration: that the ambition and the aspi- 
rations of the Alabamians have «quickened 
with the increasing prosperity of the state, 
and that they challenge Georgia for her 
bright pre-eminence as the empire state of 
the south. Alabama isa good state, and 
with her democracy united, and her people 
earnest, there is nolimit to what she may 
achieve in the next ten years. 


Political Issues in General. 

The Savannah Times takes exception to 
an answer given in these columns to «a cor- 
respondent. It devotes a paragraph to the 
subject, as follows: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION editorially answers & 
subscriber who desires toknow ‘if thereis any polit- 
ical issue of a general character between the dem- 
ocratic and republican parties of the United States” 
by boldly declaring: “There 1s not; they differ only 
in their methods.’ This is a very remarkable 
opinion, and we would like THr CONSTITUTION to 
rise and explain if this statement is in sober earn- 
est-if it really does consider there is no political 
issue of a general character between the two parties 
and that they differ only in their methods, We are 
inclined to think that our esteemed contemporary 
is joking; but if Tue ConsTiTvTION really holds 
such an opinion, the Times will feel ita duty to 
enlighten it on the subject. We pause for @ reply. 

The anthoritative declaration of princi- 
ples of each party is only found in its latest 
national platform; and it wonld require rare 
ingenuity indeed to find material difierences 
in the two Chicago platforms. The leading 
question relates to custom-house taxation. 
Is there any real difference in the two planks 
devoted to this subject? Is either party 
‘solid’ on the subject? is either party 
agreed as to the silver or other currency 
question’ Do they differ—so tar as plat- 
form expressions are concerned —as to the 
treatment of the Mormon or Indian prob- 
lems? Do either protest against internal 
improvements? Are they not pledged to 
civil service reform and all other kinds of 
reform that the mind of man has ever sug- 
gested’ Both platforms are explicit on all 
these points, and even as to the Heathen 
Chinee*and othergmiuor issues they are not 
wholly unlike. 

But when we leave words--mere words 
put forth before a hot presidential contest-— 
we find a difference between the two parties 
that is very important and very material. 
The republican party in power degraded the 
public service, left the door wide open to 
corruption, and turned all attempts at re- 
form into farces. Never in our history were 
ofhjal trusts so subordinated to partisan 
movements. Officials were multiplied until 
the Jand swarmed with them: elections were 
carried onfassessments of such officials, and 
contracts were loosely let to party favorites, 
until the entire service became a reproach to 
American people. There were jobs all the 
way from Mr. John Roach’s ship-yard on the 
Atlantic coast to the remotest Indian 
agency, and even in the frozen regions of 
Alaska. In one year Mr. Cleveland has 
driven the*corruptionists out. He is bravely 
endeavoring to lift up the official service and 
to purify every branch of the executive de- 
partment of the government. He is turning 
the rascals out. He will hold the Pacific 
railroads to the strict letter of the law, just 
as he has Mr. John Roach. There will be no 
jobs during his term of office. The differ- 
ence, in brief, is the difference between hon- 
esty and corruption; but it is a difference in 
method, and not in party utterances. 


Organized Labor and its Policy. 

The man who affects to disregard organized 
labor is a fool. Whatever it may have been, 
it is now an important and potential fact. 
As such, it should be carefully and studiously 
considered. 

American labor was never perhaps so 
thoroughly organized as today. With this 
organization comes power. With power 
comes responsibility. With responssbility 
comes dangers that if not averted will dissi- 
pate its power, destroy its organization and 
leave its constituents more helpless than ever. 

The wise workingman understands that no 
power of organization can maintain or perfect 
a wrong. The skill and energy that is given 
to the enforement of an unjust demand, is 
worse than wasted. A machine cannot run 
if a cog is misplaced, and the more steam 
that is crowded on to force it, the swifter 
and more disastrous the crash that must 
come, Labor has enough wrongs to right 
without establishing new ones. Whenever 
it does start wrong it will be beaten and 
overthrown as it should be. It should 
commit itself to no policy without being sure 
that it is right. Once committed, it should 
proceed prudently and rationally. Prudence 
begets courage, and reason begets firmness. 
It should resort to strikes as a last resort. 
To violence, never. No spasm of passion, 
however terlific its force, ever wrought 
durable good. To reason impartially, to 
make haste slowly, to proceed regularly, to 
harmonize all its forces around a definite 
and invariable policy, to protest clearly, to 
listen patiently and argue calmly, to execute 
promptly, tirmly and always peaceably— 
these seem to be the suggestions that labor, 
restless with the thrill of newly-acquired 
power, eager and keen under the pulsing of 
newly-stirred aspirations, should heed most 
carefully. 

The wise employer understands that dis- 
contented labor, no matter how little he 
pays for it, is the highest priced labor he can 
get. No employer of free labor can any 
more disregard the temper of his men than 
he can disregard their physical skill or

employer's are one, is cheaper in the end, 
though’ he costs twice as much in wages, 


his sullen arm enriches his oppressor and 
cheats himself. 
every employer—and more imminently now 
| than ever—to win and to hold the confidence 


reasonable need they have before it has 
become a demand, and grant every conces- 
sion that is just. Beyond this he should not 
vo—and beyond this he cannot be forced to go, 
except temporarily. When differences arise 
between such an employer and his men they 
are apt to be such as may be settled without 
serious disturbance. 

Arbitration suggests itself as the best 
method of settling such differences. It is the 
ideal settlement if it is honest and fair. It is 
certainly better than strife. It costs both 
sides less than a strike. But arbitration to 
be potent must be impartial and exact. A 
decision that is based on principle will stand, 
though both parties at interest may grumble. 
A decision that is unjust will work eventua! 
injury though all concerned may smile at its 
rendering. Itis fortunate that the Knights 
of Labor, the largest organization of work- 
ing men ever known in this country, comes 
to its chosen work with arbitration as its 
leading principle. THE CONSTITUTIUN has 
within the week found this principle a pro- 
tection to its business, and gladly bears tes- 
timony to this effect. It found a committee 
of men who had sunk personal opinion into 
the basic principle of their order, and who 
earnest)y sought and found the way of juas- 
tice, regardless of where it led. 

Communism, that spectre of old Europ, 
is more to be feared by the laborer than cap 
ital. Organized labor, from which some 
men fear communism may come, should 
really be the strongest bulwark against any 
approach to communism. 

This order promises to play an impor- 
tant part in our city and _ state. 
Its part will be a good one 
if it is worked out in honest intention. It 
will bring untold evils to all classes if it mis- 
directs its energies or prostitutes its power. 
It should be met in the spirit of fairness and 
conservatism it has displayed, and should 
hold publie confidence until it deliberately 
forfeits it. If it starts wrong it will 
be met with firmness and determina- 
tion and most assuredly overthrown. 
The interests it represents and 
those represented by capital are mutual and 
interlocked. One prospers with the other- 
and whenjone suffers the otheris hurt. Capital 
and labor standing hand in hand in Atlanta. 
and shoulder to shoulder for Atlanta, can 
make this city prosperous, happy and great. 
Arrayed against each other they wil! para- 
lvze the energies of both. Let every 
wise and prudent man stand 
up for this union! Let these two 
powers that in other cities confront each 
other sullenly, in Atlanta stand together, 
one and inseperable!

Implicity of Style. 

\ great many newspapers are criticising 
the president's use of the phrase, ‘‘innoccu 
ous desultude,’’ in his recent message, and 
some of them even go so far as to maintain 
that he would have made his meaning 
clearer if he had used simpler words. Per- 
haps so: perhaps not. We are prepared to 
confess at once that we do not understand 
what Mr. Cleveland means. If we take his 
phrase apart, we understand it perfectly, bat 
when it is put together we fail to take io 
the peculiar meaning with which it is sup- 
pose to be invested. We do not under- 
stand, for instance, how ‘‘desultude’’ 
could be described as ‘‘innoceuous,’’ and 
we are of the opinion that the president him- 
self would be somewhat perplexed if asked 
to make a war map o/ his meaning. 

We take it for granted that the alarming 
sentence was forged, link by link, amid a 
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the cabinet ‘‘scholars,’”’? and if we kneW 
which one of the cabinet graduated at a 
high school, with a blue ribbon and; brass 
badge, we could name the author of this 
remarkable phrase. 

Mr. Tilden’s employment of the term, 
‘“usufruct,’’ was bad enough, but “‘innocu- 
ous desultude”’ is infinitely worse; for ‘‘usn- 
fruct’’ has a meaning, while ‘“‘innocuons 
desultude’’ has none whatever. At the 
same time, it is pleasant to see the adminis- 
tration trying to keep up with Mr. Tilden, 
and one can forgive its attempt on the 
eround that itis following democratic prece- 
dents. 

But how much better would it be for 
everybody, even a democratic president, to 
express his meaning simply by employing 
the simplest phrases! There is nothing 
more absurd than the idea that big words, 
high-sounding phrases and invelved sen- 
tences form what is called style. The sim- 
plest style is the best, and the great problem 
among literary men is, how shall simplicity 
of style.be reached? Whatever is simple is 
classic, but how many literary men in the 
world have ever been able to command a 
classic style?

Before the bar of Towner’s saloon, Roma+ 
nas Station, New Mexico, were seated twelve 
mes, It wawlate in the afternoon, in the 
middle of winter, consequently every man sat 
es near the stove as possible; and in the open 
cavity§below the grate intended for the re- 
ception of ashes was 4 steadily deepening res- 
ervoir of tobacco juice. The appearanse of 
these men were not remarkable or striking to 
any but a very experienced eye.

This is, if 
not the most dangerous, certainly the most 
useless adulterant yet found in the low grad«, 
inferior baking powders. It is a startling fa-t 
thatof over one hundred differeut brands o! 
baking powder so far analyzed, comprising al! 
those sold in this vicinity, not one of them 
with the single exception of the Royal Baking 
Powder. was found free from both lime and 
alum. The chief service of lime is to add 
weight. It is true that lime when subjected 
to heat gives off a certain amount of carbonic 
acid gas, but a quick lime is left, a caustic so 
powerful that it is used by tanners to eat the 
hair from hides of animals, and in dissecting 
rooms to more quickly rot the flesh from the 
bones of dead subjects.

Instances of the most serious affections 
of the latter organs from drinking lime waters 
found in some sections of the west are noted in 
every medical journal). 

Adulteration with lime is even more to he 
dreaded than with alum, whith has heretofore 
received the most emphatic condemnation 
from every food analyst, physician, and chein- 
ist, for the reason that, while alum is probably 
partially dissolved and passed off in gas by the 
heat of baking, it is impossible to destroy or 
change the nature of the lini®in any degree, 
so that the entire amountin the baking powder 
passes, with all its injurious properties into 
the stomach. When we state that the chemists 
have found twelve per cent or one-esight of the 
entire weight of some samples of baking pow- 
der analyzed to be lime, the wickedness of the 
adulteration will be faHy apparent. 

Pure baking powders are one of the chiet 
aids tothe cook in preparing perfect and whol- 
some food. While those are to be obtained of 
well established reputation like the Royal ot 
whose purity there has never been and cannot 
be a question, it is proper to avoidall others.

Its 
government is family government, its discipline is 
family discipline;and as in every well regulated 
family in which there are sma!! children, it is un- 
detstocd that, for disobedience, untruthfulness, or 
any Wilful insubordination, resort will be had to 

‘the switch’’ when other proper expedients fail. 

On this theory of family government, public sen- 
timent is not directed; and thoughtful persons will 
appeciate in some measure the peculiar difficulties 
in the way ofsuch government in so large a family

it, in so many instances, from 
previous condition of neglect and of evil example. 
But public sentiment is justly intolerant of any 
vnreasonable severity inthe discipline of such an 
institution or of any who are in loco parentis. It 
is well that this is so, notwithstanding the fact 
that, asin the case of manya good stepmother, 
the very intensity of a just and noble sentiment 
makes it sometimes liable to magnify prudent and 
needful discipline into cruel treatment. Our home 
has not been free from the operation of this princi- 
ple. ‘The case of alleged cruelty in the punishment 
of one of the boys in the institution, recently pub- 
lished in THE CONSTITUTION, has caused the man- 
agement of the home to be most severely censured, 
aid if the facts were as they seemed to be at the 
time, to those who were responsible for their pub- 
lication the censure was richly merited. But the 
case has been carefully and faithfully investigated 
hy the board of trustees called together for the 
purpose, and we find no grounds whatever for 
the supposition that there was any cruelty or 
unreasonable severity in the punishment adminis- 
tered inthis or any other case at the home. 

After the closest and most impartial inquiry into 
all the facts connected with the case in question, 
we are thoroughly satisfied, and do unqualifiedly 
assure the public, that there was no indiscretion 


even on the eng of the superintendent in the man- 
agement of thiscase.. It was simply a case of 
moderate flogging with a small switch, adminis- 
tered with deliberation and care, for the good of 
the child and the maintenance of proper discip- 
line inthe family. And we do hereby unani- 
mously reaffirm our entire confidence in the sound 
discretion and Christian spirit of the superin- 
tendent. This judgment accords with the well 
sustained character he has borne 
for twenty-five years, and the’ universal es- 
timateof those who know him and his excellent 
wife. Butitisat variance with the impressions 
made by accounts published in THE CONSTITUTION 
and to which such wide circulation has been given 
throughout the state. We deem it advisable, there- 
fore, to make the following statement of facts: 

1. The two boys whoran away from the home 
and went to Powder Springs, were kindly received 
when brought back, and as they yielded readily to 
the kind admonitions of the superintendent, were 
restored to their placesinthe family with slight 
punishment. 

2. A short time thereafter, Arthur Harrison, the 
little boy whose case has become so notorious, ran 
away, taking another little boy with him. They 
were found in Atlanta in the _ keeping 
of a colored woman who had had charge of 
Arthur before he was admitted intothe home. As 
this offense was comunitted so soon after faithful 
harmony against it, both by the superintendent 
and the president of the board, who visited the 
home for the purpose, it was insisted upon by the 
executive committee that the offenders should be 
punished. Thisisthe duty of the superintendent 
and he ae it in this case as any wise father 
would have done—with pain to himself, but con- 
scientious fidelity to the good of the boys and the 
interests of the institution. 

The two boys were punished by the common 
method of flogging with a small switch—a switch 
not larger in its largest part than a common cedar 
pencil. It was in clear evidence before us, that 
nothing in the time or manner or degree of 
the punishment indicated any undue severity. 

As trustees of the Orphans’ home, we beg toassure 
the church and the publicthat we have endeavored 
to conduct this investigation in the spirit which 
would have moved anyone of usin a@ case of 
alleged maltreatment of one of our own children ; 
and, without dissent or hesitation, we exonerate 
the superintendent and approve his management. 

As to the reported incompetency of the teacher, 
Mrs. Cora Hampton, it is sufficient to say that we 
have the certificates of the county school com- 
missioner and of Professor Slaton, superintendent 
of public schools, Atlanta, by both of whom she 
was examined, of her entire competency to teach a 
school ot the grade established at the home.

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EPITOR CONSTITUTION: TI notice in today’s Con- 
STITUTION an editorial that would convey the idea 
that Fulton county jail was a pest house, and at- 
tributable to some local cause. I would be glad to 
state for yourinformation and the public, that | 
have had personal supervision of the prison for 
five years; that there haye been kept in prison an 
average of seventy-five prisoners for that time; 
that the death rate has been less in prison in pro- 
portion to numbers, among male adults, than out- 
side the prison in Fulton soumty. It is true, three, 
not four, prisoners have died from extreme colds 
and itsefiects recently in our jail. It is equally 
true that a larger number has died from the same 
cause in our city, and in- fact they are dying from 
the same cause all over the state, but in proportion 
to numbers confined in the jail, the deaths have 
not been greater there than outside. One remark- 
able feature in the case of the sickness among 
the prisoners is lost sight of, and that is 
that all of the county prisoners have escaped, and 
are in excellent condition, while some of the gov- 
ernment prisoners have been quite sick with colds. 
How will we account for this when they are con- 
fined in the same prison and have the same treat- 
ment and fare’ Without you find some cause out- 
side ros cannot. It is, therefore, reasonable to 
conciude thattheir mode of life before coming 
here, or the warm courtroom, into which they are 
carried, where they remain for hours when on trial, 
coming out intothe cold air, and returning again 
to @ Warm prison, has something to do with it. 

Would it not be well to advise the government 
authorities to appoint a competent board of medi- 
cal examiners, to act in conjunction with the board 
of health of the city, to make a thorough examina- 
tion and see if there has been. or is now, any epi- 
demic of meningitis orany other disease in our 
jail?

Noman cau answer this question better 
than a square built, shapely, youngish-looking 
man at Kreisle’s O. K. clothing store, whose 
resolute face looks straight -into yours, and 
whose deliberate eyes study you closely as you 
question him. This is Mr. W. M. Harbin, state 
organizer for Georgia of the Knights. Mr. 
Harbin is commissioned direct from Mr. Pow- 
derly. and has close relations with that re- 
doubtable labor chief. He is the son of a 
well known Methodist preacher, who rode the 
circuit in Georgia for many years. He has 
lived in many Georgia towns, therefore, and is 
well fitted for the work he has undertaken. 
Kighteen years ago he clerked in Atlanta, 
then went west, lived eight years in Griffin, 
and for four years has been in Atlanta—for- 
merly with Eiseman Brothers and now with 
Kreisle. In reply to an inquiry as to the his- 
tory of the Knights in Georgia, Mr. Harbin 
Said : 

“I have no objection to giving you any infor- 
mation that ] am allowed to give under my ob- 
ligation,”’ 

“When were the Knights of Labor organized 
in Georgia?’ 

“Just three years ago. The first assembly 
was organized in Atlanta. There are now 
twelve assemblies in the city, with a member- 
ship of over four thousand. TPerhaps over five 
thousand. The lists are growing very rapidly. 
One assembly has seven hundred members, 
and another six hundred.” 

“What is the strength of the order in the 
state ?” . 

“We have thirty-one assemblies, with per- 
haps a total membership of nine thousand. I 
organized last night an assembly in the last 
city in the state remaining un- 
organized. There is now an assembly in 
every city in Georgia of about the size of Ath- 
ensor upwards, and several assemblies in 
smaller places, such as Roswell, which is finely 
organized.,”’ 

“Is the growth very rapid’”’ 

“It is ov@rwhelming. I have now a dozen ap- 
plieations for charters, which I have been in- 
structed not to grant for the next forty days. 
The general assembly has been receiving an 
average of fifty charters a day,and has been 
unable to keep up with the work. They have, 
therefore ordered their state organizers to 
issue nomore charters for forty days, un- 
less otherwise instructed. It is impor- 
tant that every assembly should be fully in- 
structed before it begins operations, so that no 
mistakes will be made. For this reason the gen- 
eral assembly has ordered this cessation. By 
the time they are ready for more charters, I 
will probably have twenty-five or thirty to 
forward from Georgia.” 

“Is there no limit tothe number an assem- 
bly may have.” 

“No; and here is where the order will grow 
during the cessation of charter issuing. For 
example, I was called to Columbus to organize 
an assembly, that had fifty-three names signed. 
After I had explained the objects of the order 
two hundred men joined, that same week 
another meeting was called, and seventy-six 
more men enrolled. Another meeting at 
which thirty-six were added. There will be 
no Bew assemblies for a month perhaps, but 
each assembly will grow rapidly. 

STRENGTH IN THE SOUTH. 
“Which southern state has the most mem- 
“OTS! 

‘Texas, then Virginia, then Georgia. We 
intend to work Georgia up to where she can 
have a state assembly. We will then have a 
state board made up of delegates from the as- 
semblies of each city. This state board will 
elect state officers, and all assemblies will be 
controlled from the state assembly.”’ 

“What about negro Knights””’ 

“We stand on the principle that it would be 
useless to organize white labor unless we 
erganized colored labor also. We have there- 
fore provided for the organization of colored 
clubs. Wehave four colored assemblies in 
Atlanta. Each of them are strong. They are 
entirely separate from the white assemblies, 
but their delegates sit with the white delegates 
in the district assembly.” 

“Do you find the negroes taking to the order 
readily ?”’ 

“Yes; wherever a white assembly is organ- 
ized, we are sure to havea call for a colored 
organizer. There isastate organizer who has 
charge of the colored work.”’ 

““How are your assembliesforganized ””’ 

“When ten men who are qualified.to join, 
desire to become Kinghts they get together 
and ly to their state orzanizer fora char- 
ter. their application is granted, the or- 
ganizer goes and starts the assembly )y in- 
iating the members.” 

“Who are qualified to join?” 

“Those who are engaged in a!l branches of 
henerable toil. There are three classes that 
are proscribed from joining. First,flawyers; sec- 
ond, mononolists, or stockholders; third, saloon 
keepers, or any man who makes, sells, or bar- 
ters whisky, or who gets any part of his living 
by handling liquor, These are the only three 
classes that are barred by the statutes, but we 
have instructions not toadwit any professional 
politicians.” 

i “Where isthe supreme authority of the or- 
er?’ 

In the executive committee, which 
is elected by the general as- 
sembly. Mr.T.D. Powder!y is the chairman. 
Mr. Powderly was here a year ago last Febru- 
ary, and madean address in the opera house. 
He is a very able and conservative man, and 
has the confidence of the business public, as 
well as the Knights of Labor.” 

“When have you noticed the greatest in- 
crease in the order?” 

“In the past eighteen months. There has 
been a perfect rush for charters and member- 
ship sincethat time. The order was organized 
fifteen years ago by Mr. Stephens. Although 
it had been actively at work for fifteen years, 
it has doubled its entire membership since last 
October, and, as I said before, the increase was 
so overwhelming that orders were sent out to 
issue no more charters until the clerks and 
secretaries could catch up with their work.” 

THE PRACTICAL WORKING OF THE ORDER, 

The public will be interested to learn how 
the Knights of Labor work. This information 
we get from a member of the district execu- 
tive committee, a leading and well known me- 
chanic and citizen who, for reasons of his own 
withholds his name. : 

“Atlanta has twelve local assemblies. Each 
of these command independent of the others 
asfaras its own affairs are concerned, As a 
rule they are made up by trades, such as car- 
peters assembly, cottan operators’ assembly, 
‘and so op through the. list. The district 

bly is made up of delegates 

from the local assemblies. The 
basia of representation is one delegate at 
} fer each assembly, and one delegate for 
sack, fifty members, or fractional part thereof. 
The district assembly, made up of these dele- 
gates, stands in the same relation to the local 
assemblies that the gencral assembly does to 
the district assembly. It is supreme in all 
matters within its district. The district as- 
sembly appoints a committee of seven which 
soumfue n tc histar evry ts Se

ters that affect its district alone, unless it is 
on seme subject it is directed to report 


the district. assembly.” po 
can a strike he ordered?” iw

one of its members to the city where the 
strike is threatened and Socal to prevent 
it. If it is found impossible to get justice for 
the men, the general committee orders a 
strike, and every Knight of Labor in Ameri- 
ca is bound to sustain it.” 

“Do you mean to say that a strike cannot be 
ordered except by the national committee?” 

“Yes, that is if it commands the support of 
the Knights of Labor. A local assent y may 
make up its mind to strike and take its chances, 
but if it does se without going clear up to the 
general committee at Philadelphia, it cannot 
rély upon the support of any Knight of Labor 
outside of its own assembly, and the strike is 
merely one of individuals, rather than the 
action of a grand order. Asa matter of fact. 
no local assembly would undertake such a 
strike. When, however, every remedy is ex- 
hausted, and the genera! executive committee, 
through Mr. Powderly, has ordered a strike, 
which will be done only after every other 
means is exhausted, then every assembly is 
subject to assessment to maintain the strikers. 
and every Knight is bound to support it. It is 
different with boycotts. ’ 

“What is the rule about boycotts?” 

“Any assembly can order a boycoit, but it 
will be local in its operations until it has been 
indorsed by the district assembly when it-be- 
comes operative throughout that district, or 
until it has been indorsed by the general as- 
sembly when it becomes operative throughout 
the country. Only two or three national 
boycotts have been declared, the most notable 
of which is that on Stetsons hats. No assembly 
can declare @ boycott that conflicts with the 
interest or decision of any other assembly.” 

“You must understand, ‘the committee man 
continued, “that arbitration is the underlying 
principle of the Knights. It is the corner-stone 
of the work, and the leading motive in all that 
they do. They believe that ninety-nine 
cases out Of every hundred between capital 
and labor can be settled by arbitration. The 
experience of the order proves this. In nearly 
four hundred cases which have been submitted 
to arbitration, it has not failed in a_ half 
dozen.” 

THE POLITICAL AND GENERAL OUTLOOK. 

Another member of the order,who has much 
todo with its public policy, but whose name is 
withheld, was asked concerning its political 
course, and the probabie policy it will pursue 
in Atlanta, He said: 

“It isnot a political body. Its influence 
cannot be pledged or enforced for any candi- 
date. The man who claims to transfer its po- 
litical influence ‘misrepresents the order. As 
a matter of course, individual members will 
vote forthe men from whom most can be 
hoped for labor. It will not be unusual to 
see the votes of the Knights thrown in one 
direction, but there will be nv compulsion and 
no organization about it. Each individual 
holds his political liberty and votes as he 
pleases. There may be issues in Atlanta which 
will practically unite ,the labor vote on men 
who are pledged to carry out the views of la- 
bor.” 

“What are these issues?” 

“They are hardly defined yet, but are rap- 
idly taking shape. There is a large amount of 
property in Atlanta that does not pay taxes. 
lor example, the telegraph company which is 
filling our streets with wires and poles. We 
hold that all property should bear its propor- 
tion of taxes, except where manufactories are 
relieved from taxation for a given time to in- 
duce their establishment. The hours of labor 
should be shortened in many institutions in 
the city. The Knights are,bound under all 
circumstances to oppose convict labor, and will 
fight that whenever there is 
a chance. We shall endeavor 
to have the Convict lease law repealed 
by the legislature. If that cannot be done, 
we willtry to have the state and cities pass 
laws forbidding the use of material made by 
convicts, or of convict labor. If we cannot do 
this we will discourage the use of convict ma- 
terial in such other waysas may suggest them- 
selves.” 

‘Ts any movement for the raising of wages 
contemplated?” 

“In a general way, there is none. We hope 
that wages. will regulate themselves as the 
times improve. Every merchant is interested 
in. good wiges, because when mechanicsare well 
paid they trade liberally. Every real estate 
owner is interested, because when machanics 
are well paid, they pay better rent, and rent 
better houses. All interests demand good, lib- 
eral wages, and usually there is no necessity 
forthe Knights taking hold of the matter. 
Where there are cases that are oppressive, and 
the employes make a complaint, the Knights 
will consider the matter. Tosum up, the 
Knights are non-political. They are opposed 
to strikes or to violence. They stand on the 
principle of arbitration. They threaten no 
public or private interest that is legitimate, 
but will prove a protection to employer as well 
as employes, and in nine cases out of ten will 
establish peace where otherwise there would 
be strife, 

A BIG PARADE PROMISED, 

The above are the views of three leading 
Knights, presented as they delivered them, 
Atlanta has a larger proportion of working- 
men to its entire population than any southern 
city, and therefore has deep interest in the atti- 
tude of this class of its people. It is said that 
a monster parade of the Knights will be held 
in Atlanta within the next month, in which it 
is claimed that four thousand men will march. 
On the 18th an address will be delivered by a 
member of the general executive committee on 
the workings and policy of the order. It has 
not yet been decided where this address will 
be delivered, as no hall in the city will 
be large enough. Mr. J.C. Manley, one of the 
district committee, says: 

“Tf we can get a level place and a warm day, 
we Will probably hold the meeting in a ten- 
acre field.”

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The Present State Campaign—A Review of the 
Issues in the Race—Governor O'Neal After 
Senator Morgan's Scalp—The Congres- 
sional Status — Personal Gossip. 


MoNTGOMERY, Ala., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Alabama is just now tossed in a political whirl- 
pool, out of which it is hard to catch a straw 
pointing tothe future. The state has no po- 
litical chief—no political leader whose position 
is commanding enongh to enable him to map 
out acourse for others to follow; and yet al- 
most every county has a favorite son whose 
claims to preferment are pressed with zeal, 
and who feels that he is the equal of any other 
in the state. There are men who can control 
whole tiers of counties, who are met by the 
leaders of other sections so effectually as to be 
blocked. There is the Tennessee valley sec- 
tion, the great agricultural region of the state, 
which may be said to be an empire unto itself. 
The valley, however, is not clamorous at pres- 
ent, as it has held the executive office for four 

ears through the present governor, 

E, A. O’Neall, a citizen 
of Florence. The next section 
to claim attention is the black belt, the seven- 
teen cotton counties, including Montgomery, 
which, in years past, has controlled the desti- 
nies of Alabama, and which may be held re- 
nsible for the secession of the state from 
eunion. South of the cotton belt lies the 
timber region, with Mobile as its metropolis. 
The Tennessee valley and the cotton belt have 
often combined, tothe chagrin of the Mobile 
politicians, thus placing the latter city in much 
ithe same situation that has frequently been 
forced upon Savannah in Georgia. There isa 
new force in the state, however, which threat- 
ens disaster to the old combinations. The hill 
country, lying between the Tennessee valley 
and the cotton belt, with Birmingham as its 
headquarters, has, within the last ten years, 
made such headway that it will hereafter have 
to be consulted. Birmingham is not satisfied 
with being one of the cities of Alabama, but 
aspires to be the chief city, and even has de- 
signs upon the state capitol. Mobile has no 
hope of ever being the political hub of the 
state, but does look forward to her old-time 
commercial importance. The people of the 
cotton belt are free traders; the people of the 
hill country are naturally tariff advocates. 
The tariff people arein the best position to 
barter for libera] appropriations to rivers and 
harbors. If the rivers vf Alabama where once 
made navigable from anywhere near their 
sources they would pour the wealth of the 
state into Mobile bay. A glance at the map of 
Alabama will at once show the situation. The 
Coosa and the Tallapoosa, with their confluent 
streams, form the Alabama, into which, lower 
down, the Cahaba enters. These rivers drain 
eastern north Alabama, and, uniting into one 
stream as they pass Montgomery, plough the 
state through the southern center down to 
Mobile. The northwestern half of the Sipsey 
and Black Warrior, ilowing into the 
Tombigbee, rush down to the same outlet. 
There is, therefore, a unity of purpose 
between the people of Birmingham and Mo- 
bile, and already there are evidences that these 
two cities will unite against Montgomery, and 
that in time they will gain accessions from the 
Tennessee valley. There is at present no bit- 
terness in these alignments, but they show the 
formation of new forces in the state which will 
in time battle for recognition. ‘The present 
gubernatorial contest is not altogether without 
this distinctive element, as the candidates in 
the field are clearly the representatives of sec- 
tional lines, much as they may seek to deny or 
cover it up. 
THE EARLY CANDIDATES. 

The history of the pending struggle properly 
begins with the candidacy of Hon. John M. 
McKleroy, two years ago. It was the misfor- 
tune of Governor 0’Neal to have elected on 
the same ticket with himelf the notorious Vin- 
cent, as treasurer. The defalcation of that 
officer brought grave, though unfounded sus- 
— upon the administration. It was be- 

eved that the governor had not been sufli- 
ciently vigilant with the absconding officer, 
though on the other hand it was shown that 
Vincent was a relic from the preceding admin- 
istration, which was, in fact, responsible for 
the insufficient bond of the treasurer. The 
action of the governor, also, in suppressing the 
Birmingham lynchers, who soug ht thelife of 
Posey, brought criticism upon him. These in- 
cidents, added to the well known tradition of 
Alabama politics, to reward a successful gover- 
nor with a second term, made Giovernor O'Neal 
especially desirous of vindication. It was in 
this crisis that Hon. John M. McKleroy, a 
well known and eminent lawyer of Eufaula, 
announced himself as a candidate in opposition, 
but before the day of the election of delegates 
had began, he retired from the race. It was 
claimed by some that his retiracy was brought 
about by an agreement on the part of Governor 
O’Neal to give him the succession; but the 
more probable reason is that McKleroy saw 
that the people believed ©’ Neal to be honest 
and capable, and were determined to give 
that belief expression at the ballot box. 

Mr. McKleroy, however, kept up a still hunt 
for the office, and bas, within the past year, 
visited nearly every county in the state. In pur- 
suance of a business venture he has spent:much 
time in the hill country, and now has an office 
in this city, where he receives callers with all 
the ardor of a man who is fairly on the track. 
There isno doubt but that Mr. McKleroy 
wovld make a progressive, practical governor. 
He 3s a man whose life is in the future, and 
has not yet reached that age when men look 
backward, 

ATTACKED IN THE REAR. 

While McKleroy was building fences in 
north Alabama he did not guard hisrear. The 
developments of the last few days show that 
Judge H. D. Clayton, a fellow-counteman 
of Mr. McKleroy, has been actively at work 
in south Alabama. He claims __ that 
he will carry the Barbour county delegation; 
and imitating the Simmons proposition in 
Georgia, has announced through a _ friendly 
band in the Montgomery Dispatch that “if he 
cannot carry Barbour county; if he cannot 
carry Eufaula; if hecannot carry every beat 
in Barbour, then he will not permit his name 
to go before the state convention,” This ban- 
ter is declined by the friends of McKleroy, 
who allege that Clayton should not have 
pushed his candiducy under the cover of the 
judicial ermine; that through his son, who 1s 
chairman of the Barbour county democratic 
committee, he has taken undue advantage of 
McKleroy; that young Clayton,with a view of 
furthering his father’s candidacy, has called 
the county convention for a date a month ear- 
lier than usual; and, finally, tbat the result

Colonel N. H. RB. Dawson, of Selma. Dawson 
is a typical product of the cotton belt. He is 
the best host in Alabama, entertains like a 
prince and has the manner of an old time ba- 
ronial chief.

A POSSIBLE SNARL, 

General W. M. Bragg, a nephew of Braxton 
Bragg, is likely to create the sensation of the 
campaign.

He was a close 
reader of the papers of Campbell Wallace, of 
Georgia, and became distinguished for his ex- 


to control railroads. He did not think that 
the commission could accomplish the desires 
of the people until it was clothed with the ple- 
nary power enjoyed by the Georgia commis- 
sion. The railroad managers resolved to get 
Bragg outof the way. When Bragg’s term 
expired, Governor O'Neal failed to renomi- 
nate him, and thus gave the railroads a 
victory, over which they have made much 
ado. The result was, however, to 
make Bragg the center of the anti-railroad, 
anti-monopoly element—in fact, it constituted 
him the Dr. Felton, of Alabama. Bragg is now 
in the field for governor, and is likely, if he 
pushes the canvass with vigor in the rural 
regions, to play havoc with the hopes of the 
other candidates. 

Hon, Thomas Seay, of Dale county, in the 
extreme south of the state, is also prosecuting 
a canvass. He was speaker of the last house of 
representatives, and is a man of mark and 
ability. 

ISSUES AND PROBABILITIES. 

It will thus be seen that McKleroy will be 
backed by the delegates from the timber coun- 
try, who will be reinforced by the Birmingham 
interest. There is no doubt but that Mr. Seay 
will throw fhis influence for McKleroy, and 
will be satisfied with the lieuntenant-governor- 
ship, hoping, later, to reach the top. Dawson 
will gain the support of the cotton belt, gain- 
ing Clayton’s influence south, and aided by all 
of Governor O’Neal’s influence in the Tennessee 
valley counties. 

The candidates al] stand pledged to reform 
in the management of the convicts, though 
what shape that reform will take is hard to 
say. The complaint does not come so much 
from the large camps as from the small ones, 
Under the laws of Alabama every county is 
allowed to dispose of its prisoners by the sale 
of their labor. They are not restricted to em- 
ploying them within their own limits, but may 
lease them out to parties in any part of the 
State, Large farmers, and sometimes syndi- 
cates of smail farmers, will combine in the 
lease of a county’s quota of prisoners. It is in 
such camps as these, where the desire exists to 
make the most of their human traflic in the 
shortest time, and where there is poor provis- 
ion for shelter and food, that the cruelties com- 
plained of are chiefly found. Recent cases 
have been brought to light of such a scandal- 
ous nature that the governor felt constrain- 
ed to interpose the pardoning power. One of 
the beneficiaries in the profit of this camp was 
a lady well known in her section. 

O'NEAL AND THE SENATE. 

(;overnor ©’ Neal is in training for the United 
States senate, tosuccced General Morgan. That 
issue will come up before the legislature to be 
elected two years hence. O'Neal is a natural 
born politician, immensely popular with 
the country people, and is not disposed to die 
hefore histime. If Dawson should be elected 
governor, he would be expected to deal kindly 
by his friendly predecessor, who would fill out 
the two intervening years by personal attend- 
ance upon all the courts in thestate. Morgan 
is now filling out his second term, and will 
have to fight the prejudice which exists against 
third terms. He has created great dissatisfac- 
tion by having made Washington city his per- 
manent residence for the past two yeors. It is 
said that if he should fail of re-election it is 
se purpose to continue to reside in Washing- 
on, 

“He is, practically, no longer a citizen 
of the _ state,” said one prominent 
politician, “and it is only because a man can- 
not lose his domicile by residence in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, that Morgan can even be 
called a citizen of Alabama by courtesy.” 

“O'Neal has destroyed his chance of suc- 
ceeding Morgan,” said another, “by indorsing 
Morgan’s opposition to the Blair bill. The 
people want allthe money the Blair bill will 
give them, and do not care a snap for the fine- 
spun theories to the contrary.” 

It may be set down, however, that O'Neal 
will stay in the race until the finish. 

THE REST OF THE TICKET. 

A new supreme court wil! have to be elected. 
Associate Justices Somerville and Clopton 
thus farhave no opposition. Chief Justice 
Stone, however, will be antagonized by Judge 
Hettin. 

The present superintendent of education, 
Charles Palmer, will probably be re-elected 
without opposition.

TALK WITH GOVERNOR O’NEAL. 

Governor O’Neal isa man of military bear- 
ing; stands erect, notwithstanding his years; 
has white hair and a bristling gray moustache, 
and talks upon current topics with all the en- 
thusiasm of a young man. He was found in 
bis room in the Exchange hotel, where, by a 
blazing fire, he told the story of Alabama’s 
great progress and fruitful hopes. 

“God has indeed blessed my state,” said 


“The republicans increased the state debt 
from $5,250,000, during the dark, sad and 
gloomy days of their ascendency, to $33,009,- 
000, and was only then restrained because the 
state’s credit was completely destroyed. When 
the democrats came into power it was their 
task to rehabilitate the state. The convention 
of 1575 provided for the reduction of the state 
expenses from $1,500,000 to less than $1,000,- 
000. Every salary andevery item was cut to 
the bottom. We laid before the bondholders 
the full story of our finances. An honorable 
compromise was reached by which new bonds 
for $9,000,000 took up the entire state debt. 
Since that time the semi-annual interest has 
been promptly met; all the bonds have gone 
above par, the six per cents being now quoted 
at 120, The last legislature reduced the rate 
of taxation, and so favorable has been our 
progress that the next legislature will have to 
make a further reduction. Auditor M. C. 
Burke and Treasurer Smith are fine officers, 
who have performed their duties well. Attorney 
General McClellan is the finest young lawyer 
in the state. Superintendent of education 
Palmer has performed the delicate duties of 
his office with a great skill. Mr. C.C. Lang- 
don, the secretary of state,is an old journalist, 
and one of the best statesmen in Alabama, 
The railroad commissioners, Henrv R. Shorter, 
General L. W. Lawler and Wiley ©. Tunstall* 
give great satisfaction alike to railroads and 
people. The board of convict inspectors, R. 
Hi. Dawson, W. D. Lee and A. T. Henley, are 
exceedingly eflicient, have brought order out 
of chaos, and humanity out of Siberian cru- 
elty. The state is rich in every element 
which goes to make up a great country. Great 
asthe success has been at Birmingham, it is 
but the edge of the iron and coal region, and 
the real wealth of the country has not been 
touched. The possibilities of the timber re- 
gion are without limit. A Mr. Sullivan who 
died in Pensacola last summer, made a fortune 
of one million by exporting the long-leafed 
pine in square logs. Others as fortunate might 

mentioned. The state is in a prosperous 
condition, and is rising rapidly.’ 

“Speaking of sentimental things,” contin- 
ued the governor, “there is rapidly springing 
up astate pride not surpa even by the 
sons of old Virginia. Of our schools, our uni- 
versity and our agricultural college we are all 
proud. The Morgan bill, passed by congress, 
gave to the state of Alabama 47,000 acres of 
land, with the proceeds of which to rebuild 
the university building in Tuscaloosa. These 
lands have been located, the patents issued, 
and are now being sold by the university trus- 
tees at fair prices. This will increase the en- 
dowment fund, which is now $300,000, $200,- 
000 more, making it halfa million {nall. The 
agricultural college at Auburn has an endow- 
ment of $220,000. There are several fine nor- 
mal schools;one at Florence for the education 
of male and female white teachers; one at 
Huntsville and anether at Tuskeegee for col- 
ored teachers, one at Jacksonville for white 
male teachers, and one at Livingstone for the 
education of female white teachers, 

“‘We expect from the present congress enough 
money, $350,000, to complete the Muscle 
Shoals canal, so as to open the Ten- 
nessee from its mouth to its source, opening up 
navigation to Knoxville, Tenn., and to Padu- 
cah, Ky. We are also pressing congress to open 
the Coosa and the Black Warrior as waterways 
to the port of Mobile. Peace, law and order 
every where abide, and the relations between 
white and black are all that could be wished.”

PRESIDENT DAVIS’S FIRST ORDER. 

“The first order ever written by President 
Davis was to me,’ said Captain Calvin L. 
Sayre. ‘I had just resigned a first lieutenantcy 
in the marine corps. Mr. Davis's first act, as 
he re-entered the capitol building after mak- 
ing his speech, was to sign my commission as 
captain in the adjutant-general’s office. As 
such | immediately raised the 
confederate flag over the capitol. 
then ordered me at once to Texas; 
as the bearer of two orders, 
one of which contained a colonel’s commis- 
for Ben McCulloch, the great Indian fighter.” 

“THE DEAD SOLDIERS OF THE WAR.” 

MayorjReese, the popular chief officer of 
Montgomery, who inaugurated the project for 
the erection of a fifty thousand dollar monu- 
ment to the confederate dead, to be located 
near the spot where Davis made his inaugura- 
tion speech, listened to all this with deep in- 
terest. 

“Mr. Davis will appear on that spot once 

more,” he said. “{have just made a personal 
visit to him for the purpose of inducing him 
to lecture here for the benefit of the monu- 
ment. 
- “I have quit public life entirely,’ said Mr. 
Davis, ‘but the appeal you make. 
in behalf of the dead soldiers 
who sealed their sincerity with their lives, is 
too strong to be resisted. Asa mark of my 
regard for the dead, I will speak for you.’” 

This announcement was receiv by the 
party in reverential silence. That Jefferson 
Davis should consent to stand once more 
where he stood upon that fateful February 
day in 1861, will be an event only second to 
the day itself, having for his audience, instead 
of the thousands who thronged Dexter 
street, the shadowy forms of the brave men 
whose lives went out on the battle fields of the 
confederacy.

led for a true artistic purpose, and it can be said 
that the result was a thoroughly artistic one, and 
all concerned gave their disinterested efforts for 
this success. The concert may really signify 
an epoch in the musical history of Atlanta in con- 
sequence of the excellent work done. It will cer- 
tafnly do much to raise the standard of music here. 

The first number of the programme was Mendel- 
ssohn’s beautiful composition, ‘‘Hear My Prayer.’’ 
What the world has to thank Men- 
de!ssohn for is that he is more 
recognized in England and America than in 
his native land, Germany. After Handel, he has 
given to the world the best sacredmusic. ‘Elijah” 
and ‘:St. Panl’’ are immortal monuments to his 
fame. Ina! his workshe excels in absolute beauty 
of form and a thorough mastery of subject. This 
hymn of his is a little gem and fully illustrates his 
genius. The three parts into which it @ divided, 
with all their difference of charactef, are of 
wonderful harmony and unity, as a whole. Mrs. 
Weston Katgenberger sang the Zola, 
and with the _ assistance of the well 
trained chorus did full justice to the beautiful 
work. The dramatic quality of her sympathetic 
voice, fine oratorio style, and her faithful concep- 
tion of the composer’s meaning give her the privi- 
lege for excellence to render such works. The 
gradual increase of fervor from the soulful prayer 
of the first part, tothe dramatic climax of the sec- 
ond part. ‘Lord, Hear Me Call!’ was wonderfully 
given, antl exquisite beauty of the last movement. 
‘Oh! for the Wings of a Dove” was sung with a sus- 
teined sweetness and repose. Mrs. Katzenberger is 
a true artist, and the cause of good music has gain- 
ed that she has made her home in Atlanta. 

Sullivan’s ‘‘ProdicalSon,”’ an early composition 
of the talented English composer, is a 
work of considerable merit. It was a happy 
choice for this concert, as it is not too long, the 
subject is dramatic and effective, and it contains a 
great variety of solos and choruses. The part of the 
‘*Prodigal Son’’ was divided betwecn Mr. M. J. 
Goldsmith and Mr. Alex. W. Smith, and both gen- 
tlemen acquitted themselves admirably. With 
tenor voices of good range, both are experienced 
ehurch singers, and in consequence had an excel- 
lent conception of their work. Mr. Goldsmith was 
heard at his best inthe number, “A curtain man.”’ 
He sang it with broad and dignified ease and style. 
Mr. Smith's clear, sweet voice was heard to excel- 
lent advanrage in the lovely air, ‘Come, Ye Chil- 
dren,’ one of the gems of the work, and he gave 
vreat pleasure to his hearers, Mr. Eugene” 
Hardeman sang the role of the ‘‘Father’’ with 
s‘ympatheiic feeling and expression, and dosarves

Mrs. Alex. Smith was in excellent voice, and as 
she sang the lovely contralto aria, ‘Love Not the 
World,’’ which is perhaps the most beautiful num- 
ber in the oratorio, her task was a grateful one. 
Her lovely voice created much enthusiasm, and 
the audience would gladly have had a repetition 
of this number. 

The chorus, excellently trained by 
Professor Barili, sang well and 
with great enthusiasm, it represented some of the 
best musical talent in Atlanta, and showed not 
only excellent training, but musical intelligence. 
Mrs, Frank Sayles Richards deserves great praise 
for her excellent assistance upon the organ. She 
is.an experienced organist, fine accompanist, and 
made many beautiful effects with her artistic sha- 
ding of the organ part.

In Memoriam. 

Died, at his residence in Lexington, Ga., on 
the 19th of January, 1586, Francis Louis U pson. 

He was born August 4th, 15i4, in Lexington, and 
thus was one of the oldest as well as best and most 
highly esteemed citizens of that old town, which 
has been the home of many good and true men, 

His parents were Stephen Upson, a lawyer of dis- 
tinguished ability, in whose honor Upson county 
was pamc(’, and Hannah Cummins, a daughter of 
a Prosbytc: ian divine weil known in his day, Rey. 
Francis Cummins, D. D. 

Coming of snch parentage, as might be supposed, 
be was finely endowed by nature, and became in 
his generation a man of high character, to be 
trusted and admired. 

He was educated at Schenectady, N. Y., and his 
talents were devoted tothe law, of which he be- 
came a suecessful practitioner, although many 
years ago he retired from the active practice of his 
profession. 

Never robust, and a sufferer for years from dys- 
pepsia, he adopted hahits of living of extreme sim- 
plicity and regularity, falling at last into perfect 
routine. Neighbors meeting him in daily walks and 
rides, invariably at the same hour, grew to wonder 
and talk much of “Judge Upsen’s systematic 
ways.’ This simplicity and system pervaded jhis 
whole life. It was governed by wise rules. Eco 
nomical,§{be was yet liberal: living well, he was 
never extravagant: giving most freely to the sup 
port of the church, he did this, too.by rule. 

Inheriting emple means, he held and increased 
his patrimony by prudent managément, adhering 
always to his own rule of safe investment at small 
interest. Strict and unswerving in integrity, 
kuown as “an bonest man, the noblest work of 

God,’’ he became noted too for his wisdom as a 
financier. Thisenabled him to steer safely through 
he straits of panic and war, where less prudeat 
men met shipwreck, and the ark of his 
fortunes became a refuge to more than one dis- 
tressed mariner. Thoroughly unostentatious, the 
world knew not much of his benevolent acts, but 
today the widow and the orphan, and the sirng- 
gling man of business rise up and cail him blessed, 

‘ while some of the friends thus made receive him 
into everlasting habitations, 

In religious duties he was most exemplary, so 
that his daily walk and conversation were a living 
epistle, elthough he wasaman of unusual reti- 
cence npon sacred subjects. Thisfreserve, indee:|, 
characterized him in his religious life, only as it 
did in al] matters which concerned him very close 
ly. He was fond of the Episcopal prayer book, 
reading it daily and speaking of it as an almost 
perfect expression of the wants of man. His study 
of the scriptures was constant, and severely{did he 
test his life by their rigid rules From youth he 
was a member of the Presbyterian churca, and for 
a great part of his life an elder in the little church 
in Lexingt u, which, humanly speaking, could 
scarcely have maintained its existence but for his 
support. His loving care for it still lives, for in his 
will he has made permanent provision for its an- 
nual repair and insurance. 

In 1886 he was married to Miss jSarah Serena 
McKinley, and the blessedness of unbroken union 
for fifty years, the companionship of almost a 
lifetime fell to their lot. 

Their hearts were centered in an only child, a 
daughter, and their declining years have been 
brightened by the fair promise of herson. These 
objects of home affection were loved 
by Colonel Upson with an intensity passing the
